Count De Traissan, Who Believed Real Garibaldi 


Never Delivered Rome and Naples, Dies at 


Saint Jean De Dieu

REFUSED TO BELIEVE. 


Count Le Gonldec do Traissan, the fa- 


mous Royalist and old-fashioned noble- 


man, 
who died at Saint Jean de 
Dieu 


only recently, and was interred with mili- 
tary honors, was best known among- his 
friends as the one man who- waa staunch- 
ily convinced that the Garibaldi who de- 
livered Rome and Naples was not the 
true Garibaldi. 
The real Garibaldi, ac- 


cording to him, died at Aspromonte in 
1862 
The French count based his opin- 


ion on his own historic 
reminiscences. 


L.ong before l!>7u he saw pictures ot Oar- 
ibaldi made by photographs oC a steve- 
dore of Genoa, who resembled the Italian 
leader. 
Count Le Conidec claimed to 


have had private knowledge that the real 
Garibaldi was killed in the battle of AB- 
promonte on August 2, .1862. Nothing 
could ever convince the count to the con- 
trary. 


All his life he disputed with his friends 
on the subject, and held obstinately to 
his opinion. 
There was, he declared, a 


follower of Garibaldi, a 
cei'taln Sgan- 
arclli, who took part with him In the 
battle of Aspromonte. 
When the real 


Garibaldi waa killed, his principal fol- 
lowers discussed what they were to do, 
and some one proposed that Sganarelli, 
who was the very picture of Garibaldi, 
should assume his name, and that the 
death of the leader should be concealed 
from the rest of the followers. 


They did so, and ever afterward the 
real leader of the Garlbaldians was not 
Garibaldi, but Sganarelli. 


Count x-e Gonldec also held that Gari- 
baldi's sons knew of this, and that that 
was why they were sometimes so In- 
different to their putative father. 
Ac- 


cording to him, therefore, the real Gari- 
baldi never came- to .France, and 
the 


man uho l"'l thf- OarlballdnTis :\t IMjon 
waa also Sganaielli. 
So convinced was 


Count Le Gonldec of the truth of this 
fable that, when the question was raised 
for erecting a monument to Garibaldi 
at Nice in the French Chamber of Depu- 
ties, the.

cure yourself of this fault—If you 
have it. 


"The dealer is forced to bid, but no 


one else is. And no one else should, 
unless he has a real reason for so 
doing-. 


"The first round is a declaration of 


high cards, not a make. 
If you ha\e 


a 'tree' bid (i. e., if you are not dealer) 
never make a first bid on a suit un- 
less you hold one or two of the three 
highest cards o' that suit—and some- 
thing else besides. Pass rather. And 
even as dealer remember that any bid 
(other than 
'a 
spade') must show 


high cards; you bid from strength, 
not length. 


"On later rounds the information 


you glean from partner and adversary 
may enable you to do something with 
a longer, weaker suit, but even then 
don't keep going up, and up, on slight 
material, or, like 'Josephine and her 
flying machine,' it W2!l be 'Going up, 
going up, good-bye.' 


KEEP GOOD HAXDS 
FROM BEING WASTED. 


"Do digest this point! Auction was 


made to keep good hands from going 
to waste—not to encourage ridiculous 
bids on poor ones! You bid on good 
hands, 
and 
two 
good hands held 


against each other will often run the 
bidding very high. 
But you should 


rarely bid much pn mediocre hands, 
and never 
on poor ones, except to 


avert a catastrophe. The reason is so 
obvious that it seems odd to have to 
reiterate the advice. The only possible 
explanation of the poor bidding- that 
is 
constantly seen, is the gambling 


spirit that is said to lie somewhere in 
each of us. 
Remember you, cannot 


bluff In auction as you can/In poker, 
because the hands are 
all 
played. 


How much bluffing would you attempt 
in poker if you had the absolute cer- 
tainty of being called every time? I 
smile whenever I hear anyone insist- 
ing that 'auction is all bluff.' 
And I 


think f have -had several thousand 
such smiles. It is a very common er- 
ror, but an error just the same." 


So, of course, it is evident that over- 


bidding is the rock that wrecks nine- 
tenths of the lost hands in the game.

us life as they saw it, and, and he gives 
us, quite unconsciously 
sometimes, his 


interpretation of life as well. 


A wonderful humnn sympatln is ex- 


pressed In these essays. 
There is Im- 


pressed upon the reader a sense of the 
dignity of life, of Its majesty, of the in- 
finite pathos that lies at the heart of the 
suffering, that Is the inheritance of the 
race. The analyses are exceedingly able, 
thev are far-reaching, and in considering 
"the great writers," the author rises to 
the dignity of a great writer himself.

" 'Don Quixote' Is the book of Spain. 


Its theater is the Spanish land. It Is a 
book of the open air and the broad world. 
It has for landscape the burning plains, 
the desolate romantic mountains, the 
strip of blue by the coast, its outlook Is 
along the Mediterranean world by the 
highway of the islands that Cervantes had 
traveled in youth, whence men camo back 
with tales of sea-fight and captivity: on 
the long Northern edge-lay Protestantism 
like .1 huso mountain range, and its over- 
sea horizons stretched awav to Peru and 
the Indies. It is a book written m Spain 
as from the center of the world, and this 
Spain \vn.s filled with Its own folk; the 
race-mark of 'the old Christian blood,1 of 
dark-skinned Moor and gipsy was stamped 
on them; they came forth in all their va- 
riety of life, hidalgo, bourgeolse. pjcar- 
esque, ducal, 
provincial, 
student, 
and 


priest, inkeepers. criminals, players, peas- 
ants, lovers, highwaymen, barbers, car- 
riers, judges, officials, doctors, menagerie 
men, damsels, duennas, and endless list. 
Scarco any book has so many people In 
it, 
AH the world is en voyage. A sen- 


tence In the analysis of Don Quixote's 
character is significant: 


"Don Quixote achieves his Ideal In his 


soul, however badly he fares with for- 
tune in the outer world. It docs not mat- 
ter what happens to the battered body ot 
Doh Quixote any more than to his crazy 
armor, In him the soul's the thing, and 
Cervantes keeps his soul Invulnerable and 
undlshonored." 


"Don Quixote" Is one of those remark- 


able books which are watersheds of lit- 
erature 
It look." before and after. 
To- 


ward the past It slopes back on the forests 
of chUalry and the glades and hills of the 
pastoral, and It Is clothed with the power 
of poetry In one or another mode of Its 
various magic; and It rolls on to the land 
of tho future in its realism, its humor, its 
direct contact with life as It is. Its rec- 
ognition of the popular lot. And hero It 
Is clothed with the power of prose In one 
or another mode of Its modern efficien- 
cy."Don Quixote Is said to begin modern 
literature, and the greatest nf rmr North- 
ern novelists, Fielding. Scott. Victor Hugo, 
to name no others, have token alms of 
of Cervantes' genius " 


Truly one Is reluctant to leave Cer- 


vantes anil to move on to Sir Walter 
Scott, the prince of prose romancers, and 
one of the groat benefactors of mankind. 
There are many things one reads that one 
would be glad to remember. Veracltv Is 
the first groat quality of the Waverly 
novnls. 
The second Is emotional power. 


Scott wa« n. man of strength; ho liked 
strong deeds and strong men, and he 
liked strong emotions. 


THIRD TRAIT. 


"Tho third commanding trait of the 


Waverly Novels Is creative power. It Is 
this that places Scott among the greatest 
Imaginative prose -writer* of the world, 
and makes him tho first of romancers as 
Shakespeare Is the first of dramatists. 


'The fruit of bcott H life IH an Immeas- 


urable Rood. Thoro Is tho life Itself, as 
full of kindliness as of energy, of duty as 
of honor. Incessant In activity, many- 
sldeJ, patient In official routine, with

The people cannot escape great style as 


well as all oratory shows; neither can they 
cscipe great poetry. 
The power of the 


highest is always greatest upon the low- 
est. 
It is this which maXes a national 


poem possible: this sent Homer with all 
Greek ships, Virgil with all Roman eagles 


In ihe old American mjnd there are 


some books that neighbor the Bible In 
their appeal to the affections. 
Milton, 


I-iunyan and Cowper have this distinction. 
They were the books which In my boy- 
hood I vtas allowed to read pn the Sab- 
bath daj — old New 
England 
Sundays. 


da}-t- of halcyon memory, true bridals of 
the earth and sky, brooded on by an un- 
shared peace that no desert solitude or 
mountain beauty ever knew; the yellow- 
ing pages of the worn books still exhale 
odors of those old summers. 
It Is, per- 


haps, not over-curious to think that the 
honor of literature. In our earlier aje, 
owed much to the fact that the living 
faith of the people was the religion of a 
book, and. In times when, as we learn 
from many a pious memoir, the child In 
the cradle was sometimes "dedicated to 
God," on both sides of the water the 
thought might flell grow up In the boy's 
mind, unconsciously flowing, that as God 
had once spoken through a book, the 
spirit might still use the forms of hlsrh 
literature as its vehicle, the idea of the 
inspiration of the literary life was not far 
off from him. Milton and Wordsworth i 
both felt this sense of consecration, be- 
ing men set apart."

ory carries us back to the days of our 
youth, when one of our daily tasks -was 
"to scan" over fifty lines of "Virgil," and 
wander part of the way with "the pious 
Aeneas," who "wept" so 'often.

hexameters, and we usually came out all 
right at the end with our musical dactjl 
and spondee. 


We wandered through the Elyslan fields 


with Aenas, our youthful fancy charmed 
with the fascinating Imagery, and our love 
of the romantic found much to feed upon 
In old Carthage in the Palace of Queen 
Dido. 


And now. In later days, the full meaning 


of Virgil's wonderful message Is revealed 
to us. The Aeneld Is Interpreted for us 
by a man of far-seeing vision, and Its 
full meaning Is given us in a wonderful 
message. 


"Virgil Is that poet whose verse has 


had most power in the world. He pene- 
trated the reborn culture of Europe. His 
Influence on the artistic temperament of 
literatures, the stylo of authors and even 
the characters of men In their comprehen- 
sion of the largeness of life was subtla 
and profound.

Wits 
are matched against wits, there are plots 
and counterplots, stategj is resorted to, 
and th'o hero—all this time known as Ho- 
ratio Heatherbloom, the dog valet—finally 
rescues Betty. In a way which is entirely 
unusual, he proves that he Is not the thief 
Betty has believed him to be, but a true 
hero in more ways than ono. 


"In writing of adventure, Mr. Isham 


keeps entirely away from 
the beaten 


paths. He has conceived incidents which 
are nerve-tingling- In their excitement, but 
at the same time they are entirely logical. 
They are unique, but never fantastically 
bizarre, and it Is not< necessary for the 
reader to stretch his imagination to the 
bursting point In order to believe that 
"Horatio Heatherbloom" could have ac- 
complished the things accredited to him. 


"Throughout, the story is enlivened by 


a fine touch of humor. There Is tragedy 
in the situation of the hero, yet through SC 
he is able to see its Ironically humorous 
side. There is likewise humor In the cir- 
cumstances which lead Betty to believe 
that the lover of her childhood Is a thief, 
but like many of tho funny things of real 
life, it is extremely serious la IU con- 
sequences."

Davis deckled thru If open-air camps 
are healthy for human tuberculosis pa- 
tients, the same system ought 
to be 


healthy for monkeys. 
This winter the 
monkeys were kept in their open cu.gi'8 
outside, with a wind shield of glass on 
three sides,. The husky, frisky monkeys 
with coats of long hair now Jump about 
their cages and apparently enjoy their 
surroundings.

Mrs, Funke would not divulge the let- 


ter's contents but she said she is con- 
fident that all the letters were written 
by a relative of her husband. 


Fimke shot and killed himself on Feb- 


ruary 27, 1911. 
He had failed In busi- 


ness as a dealer in guns and automo- 
bile supplies. 
His friends ascribed his 


suicide to despondency from this cause, 
but his widow strongly denied that. She 
Is convinced that the letters he received 
Intimated to him that she was not the 
faithful wife ho believed her to be 


The writer, she believes, urged him to 


watch her and promised him tliat he 
would not be undeceived as to her char- 
acter. 
These hints and base Innuendoa 


so preyed on Funke's mind, the widow 
thinks, that he took his life. 


Funke's life was Insured for $100,000. 


The Insurance companies paid his widow 
the largest part of that sum. 
Soon after 


his death a relation In Germany be- 
queathed about $100,000, which came Into 
his widow's possession, so that she lias 
plenty of money to pay for the pursuit 
of the writer whose pen she Is con- 
vinced was dipped In venom.

A year after, in J890, we moved to Lanes- 
vllle, Ind., and, there I was totally blind, 
though I learned to be so proficient with 
my fingers that I could make dresses for 
my baby without the sense of sight. 


"We hod not much money. My hus- 


band saw some doctors, but they said 
they could do nothing for me. Rheuma- 
tism of the eyes, they said It was. My 
brother went to Louisville to see a doctor 
there and when this man said he could 
help me my brother said h« would pay11 


the expenses of my trip. 


"When the doctor examined my eyes 


lie told me yes, he could cure me. 
But 


to Mr. Mueller lie said, whispering, that 
there was no hope. 


"The next morning he performed the 


operation. 
Wfrien It was over I could see. 


as I hod not been able to se« before 
since I was a child. It was beautiful, 
and I was so happy." 


Mrs. Mueller trembled as she told of 


that operation and smiled with happy 
'recollection of the thought of w 
about in the doctor's flower garden wlwn

"In "the afternoon

NEW TORK, March 23 —The country Is 


face to face with the greatest coal .strike 
in its history. Unless the unexpected hap- 
pens and the operators and miners arrive 
at same compromise In the meantime, 170,_ 
000 anthracite miners will quit work on 
March 31st, a week from tomorrow, and 
according to President John P. White of 
the United Mine Workers of America, 
600,000 bituminous miners will walk out 
with them. 


This would result In stopping the coal 


supply of practically the entire world, 
with the British and German nation-wide 
strikes simultaneously In progress. 


The agreement under which the anthra- 


cite miners have been working for the 
last nine years expires at noon March 31. 
If no new agreement Is reached by that 
time tho strike will begin automatically, 
unless afl negotiations between tho rep- 
resentatives of operators and miners are 
broken off entirely beforphnnd. in'which 
case the strike will be directly and defi- 
nitely ordered by tho union officials. 


WHAT STRIKE WOULD MEAN 


A coal strike of only a taw weeks Would 


mean the paralysis of every Industry do- 
pendent upon coal, Including railroads, 
factories, steamboats, electric light, pow- 
er and gas companies, entire qitles will be 
plunged In darkness and business in gen- 
eral will come to a standstill. In event 
that the strike should last for any number 
of months, tho total Ions to miners, oper- 
ators, and business In general 
would 


amount to close to the almost unbelievable 
figure of $100,000,000. 


All of tho demands of -the miners for 


changes In the existing agreement havo 
been flatly refused by the operators, who 
on their part have offered counter-propo- 
sitions that amount practically to tho 
same provisions as uio oU &£rear,,cr,t. 


Tho miners demand a 20 per cent In- 


crease In wages, recognition of the union, 
and that the operators collect tho union 
dues from the minors, by deducting them 
from their wages; an eight-hour day, a 
guaranteed minimum wage; payment by 
tho ton Instead of by the carload; abol- 
ishment of tho conciliation board, which 
Is composed of both miners and operators, 
and that the new agreement be for one 
year Instead of for three/ as the operators 
Insist.

Eastern Pennsylvania is also true of the 
bituminous fields In Western Pennsyl- 
vania, Ohio, Indiana and Illinois, as well 
as in the twenty-eight Slates In which 
soft coal is mined, because for tho first 
time the agreements of the hard coal 
miners and the soft coal miners end on 
tho same day. 
Heretofore, these agree- 


ments expired a year apart and there- 
fore when the hard coal men were'Strik- 
ing, tho soft coal men wera mining cod, 
and vice versa. 
Consequently the situa- 


tion was nothing like as serious as It will 
be m the went that a strike now threat- 
ened eventuates^ 


The bituminous miners are, like the an- 


thracite miners, also fighting for higher 
wages. Recently they asked for a 10 per 
cent increase In wages and were met with 
a cut of 10 per cent. Their discontent In 
some quarters against the operators Is 
greater even than that of the anthracite 
workers. 


President White, of tho Mine Workers 


declared today that he was still hoping 
that the operators would give In at tho 
last moment, but said ho believed there 
was practically no chance of it and that 
it looked as if the walk-out -would have 
to occur. 


As to.tho possibility of the negotiations 


being completely broken oft, he would not 
commit himself, but he said, "If a strike 
Is ordered It will bo a big one." 


GET EMERGENCY SUPPLIES. 


In practically every Instance the mine 


owners and operators havo devoted all 
energies during tho last two months to- 
ward getting emergency supplies of coal 
stored to provide against the exigencies ol 
a strike. Miners 
who worn 
-norklng 


through "dead" veins were taken from 
that work and made busy on tho rich 
vein* so that the greatest possible amount 
of coal could bo taken out. But tho 
severity of the winter .which caused an 
unusoal consumption of coal, practically 
nullified these efforts, so that Instead of 
being better prepared than at most times, 
there Is less coal In storage available now 
than the average amount.

He is out on the jump with an hon- 
est and perfervid denial. You feel like saying: "Go 
it, old boy! You are doing fine—for the newspapers." 
Seriousness Is a Serious Thing 


Designing men as well as laughter-loving men toy 


•with people who take themselves too seriously. Some- 
times those toyings kick back and make unexpected 
history. 


There was Roosevelt in the Philadelphia conven- 


tion, when Platt and Depew and the rest wanted to 
get him out of New York, where he was an unexpect- 
ed Governor, and put him into the "innocuous desue- 
tude" as a Vice-President. 
Roosevelt didn't want to 


take the header into the expected oblivion, but they 
pushed him over the bank. 
See what happened out

High Rents Killing Bohemia 


Caesar, after whom one of the swell restaurants of 


the Barbary Coast is named, has prospered so much 
that he has gone to Europe and his dear Italy on a 
vacation trip. The vogue the "coast" has had during 
the past two or three years, especially in the case of 
its restaurants, iike Caesar's =iud Daute's, lias com- 
mercialized the latter to such an extent as to freeze 
the true and light-hearted spirit of Bohemia. True, 
there is plenty of the fast and furious fun and the 
Texas Tommy and whatnot. Crowds, too, throng the 
places. But those who know the real Bohemia recall 
when Ceasar did his own cooking and, with his fine 
operatic voice, sang for his customers as he prepared 
their meals. In those days, his place could only ac- 
commodate about twenty-four people. His rent -was 
cheap and the restaurant small. For forty or fifty 
cents he could and did give one of the best of din- 
ners. Today the big liquor and brewery interests are 
backing most «•>{ the big rr«nrt<! on fhr "rnp-st" and 
owners of property have sent rents skyward. 
The 


liquor and brewery men, on long leases, are guaran- 
teeing these rents.

One rich man in the town, who owns some of this 
property and who wants to be considered a social and 
moral factor in the city, is now getting $4000 in ren- 
tals per month, where a few years ago he got but 
$800. He is asking no questions about what uses his 
property is being put to, either. He is not a whit 
different in this respect from many other property- 
owners were it not for his moral-uplift professions. 
How he reconciles the latter with his conduct as a 
lessee of property on the "coast," I do not pretend to 
explain. From an income standpoint, his leases are

During 
tho last four years It has been used as 
a game refuse, and as a result thero are 
now many quail and ruffed grouse In the 
covers. 
, The breeding of wild duck will be the 
initial work In propagation. 
A supply 


has boon purchased, and It Is estimated 
that thousands can bo raised oach year 
Special attention .will bs given to tho 
wood duck, which Is not only one of our 
most beautiful 
Bppclm»n'», but was at 


one time among the most common 
It Is 


a sad commentary on the thoughtlessness 
of the American people that this bird Is 
now on tho verge of extinction. 


There have been numerous attempts 


in this country to raise quail and ruffed 
grouse, but few of them have been suc- 
cessful.

- viso that the representatives could be recalled whenever their con- 


duct became unsatisfactory. The delegates were not elected by 


"the people, but by the Legislatures of the several colonies or States, 
'and they represented the commonwealth in their sovereign capa- 
"" city. The powerto recall was vested in the Legislature, not in the 


people.

', S,o4he.;Bulletin quotes a precedent that is not a precedent at all, 


-and then bases it upon a false assumption. .When a temporary, dis- 
*' solvable-confederation was merged mto a permanent union estab- 
lished" and defined by the constitution, the recall feature was aban- 
"dqned as inexpedient. Under the new arrangement the Senators 


represented the States in their sovereign capacity and the Repre- 
sentatives the people of their respective districts. Thus a dual 


"•system of representation was established. That is the system of 
- government we now have, and in that system the recall never had 
•a place.

^precedent is .in their way they deride it.' Then they turn around and

AVASHINGTCW, March 23—The range 


of salaries for the heads and faculties 
of state-aided 
Institutions 
of 
higher 


learning In this country Is given In j. 
bulletin Just Issued for free distribution 
by tho United States bureau of education 
According to the bulletin, tho highest 
paid head of anj institution of this class 
Is the president of the "University of 
California, who receives $12,000 a year 
and house 
The 'presidents of Illinois 


University and Cornell University each 
recehe ?10,000 a jear and house, while 
the president of (he University or Minne- 
sota, sets $10,000 -nithout house. 
From 


these figures, the presidents' salaries run 
down a-< low as J2400. 


The salaries of tlie faculty members 


range from $"0 a jear for the least-paid 
tutor to $6000 a year for tho best-paid 
full 
professor, 
both 
extremes 
being 


touched at Cornell. 


The bureau 
of 
education'-! bulletin 


-hows that the United States now con- 
tains exactly ono hundred universltieL 
and othrr Institutions of higher educa- 
tion which depend In considerable meas- 
ure on tho state or federal go-v eminent 
for their support 
Of these, sKteen are 


agricultural and mechanical colleges for 
negroes. 
Four of these state-aided .in- 


stitutions have more than 400 members 
on thelr»ruculti«s, namely, the University 
nf California, 
TV 1th a faculty of 421, the 


University of Illinois, with 630, Cornell 
University, with 652, and the University 
of "Wisconsin, with 486 


Tho blggpit gifts reported bj the col- 


leges considered for tho period under 
discussion, namely, the college year ended 
.lost T«ne 10, onme to thei Massachusetts 
Instltut'o of Technology, which benefits 
to tlie extent of tl,410,000 from the gen- 
erosity of three donors 
Tho University 


of Illinois reports that the -slat* legisla- 
ture nas appropriated $3,519,100 for Its 
support for the next two years, and has 
aUo made provisions for the future of the 
institution by levying a ono-mlll tax, 


about $2,250,000 a >ear. Cornell has con- 
struction work In hand which will cost 
$1,052,000.

from the separate congressional districts 
two from each district 
With these 35

The fight between Roosevelt and Taft 
supporteis in New York state can be 
characterized as bitter ever since Colonel 
Roosevelt seized control of the Republi- 
can state convention In 1910 and brought 
about the nomination of Henry L Stlm- 
son, now secretary of war, for governor, 
despite the opposition of the regular or- 
ganization under State Leadei Barnes.

the committee only 599,000 had been 
secured up to the cessation of efforts 
last night. Twenty-five thousand dol- 
lars was added to the fund during the 
twenty-four hours ending with last 


^evening, and although the expecta- 
J5(ons of the committee an the matter 
*ot subscriptions were not met. yester- 
day's response was sufficiently grat- 
ifying to encourage the committee in 
the campaign to bo continued begin- 
ning tomorrow. 
The entire amount 


of a quarter of a million must be es- 
cured before the work of equipment 
will be undertaken, and the campaign 


. begun will be kept up until the money 
has been pledged. 


3IAGXIFICENT STRUCTURE. 


Although the hotel building is prac- 
tically an a state of completion, few

escape from death. 
Leaving Ban Francisco by the Mission 


Road, the motorists went first to Colma, 
thence through that town, across the 
a-ailroad tracks of tho Ocean Shore line 
•&nd over tho hilla 10 a point Just above 
Mussel rock. From thero on to the town 
of Half Moon Bay the route lay along the 
toeachea, through mile after mile of arti- 
choke ranches., over the mountain ridges 
and along the shore line of Half iloon 
Bay. 
At Colma. the motorist may be informed 


"that there aro two roads which lead to 
•the coast, 
one coming out at Salada 


•heaeh and. the other—as mentioned above 
1—Just over Mussel lock. Take the latter 
Iroad, -which Is known as tho new road to 
ISalada, for, it is in much better shape 
(.-than the old road and provides more 
Wenic fatures. 


VISTAS ARE FEATURE. 


The ascent of the hills out of Colma is 


quite Interesting, especially from the, top 
,of the ridge, as, from along there one 
*ets many Interesting panoramic views 
of the lower portion of San Francisco 
icounty and the wast bay shore line. The 
Unterlm between leaving these panoramic 
t-vlews and emerging from the bluffs over 
[the Pacific ocean is brief. Just as the last 
'turn in tha road is made above Mussel 
jock one is greeted with a striking view 
,of San Pedro Point and the intervening 
(beaches. The latter presents a pitiful and 
jJonesome appearance in contrast to what 
;one would naturally expect In a region 
|-where the natural attractions are as 
(charming as those along the Pacific ocean 
at these points. 
From this magnificent viewpoint the 


fToad glides down the sides of the ridge 
.for a distance of two or three miles until 
lit passes through 
Eflgemar, 
Salada, 


Brighton, Talloniar and Pedro Valley, tho 
latter famous for its artichoke ranches 
and delightful climatic conditions. 
Al- 


ways Point Pedro stands out as the most 
striking feature to the scenery. Its rug- 
fednees holds the spectator while he re- 


colls •with a half shudder the treachery 
that lurks in tha rocky Jaw of the point 
and the fate of the many vessels that 
haiu been pounded to. pieces in its hold. 


Leaving peaceful Pedro Vallnv one Im- 


mediately commences the ascent of the 
rirlh-e Just back of Point Pedro. 
For two 


miles the oar winds up the side of the 
mountain over aa treacherous a. piece of 
road as can bo found. Peath stalks in 
front and lurks behind in every foot of 
tho fhmb to 
the 
summit. There aro 


hairpin turns aplenty, but none of them 
baffled the Studebaker-Flanders for a 
moment. The snxde all the way to the 
top runs from BIX to twenty per cent 
and while the Studebaker car exhibited 
an abundance of power on the inter- 
mediate gear. It was necessary to drop 
into the low gear often on account of the 
rocky condition of the road in order to 
bteady tho machine For several hun- 
dred feet at a time the narrow road was 
channeled with ruts which were from six 
inches to eighteen inches in depth. 


1000 FEET ALTITUDE. 


\Vhen one reaches the summit of the 


grade an altitude of nearly 1000 feet has 
been obtained. The \ista. In all directions 
Is wonderful. In the foreground, looking 
out over the 
beautiful Pacific, 
is the 


strata-marked San Pedro, now to the 
north of the motorists. The view of the 
ocean, bhore, its string of beaches and 
rocky points cxfcnds us far as the eye 
can reach' both north and south. 
Old 


Tamalpais in Marin county brings -up the 
vlw to the north, but. to the south the 
view fades awav in the haze of distance 


As treacherous as was the climb to 


the summit the descent to the beaches 
on the south side of the ridge is even 
more so. One cannot go down in a hurry, 
for, if a single mis-cue does not result in 
a fatality or a serious accident it is an 
act of Providence. One of the grimmest 
spectacles alQnK the -road 
Is the hole 


through the fence and tho gash in the 
side of the mountain -where the last ma- 
chine went over the edge. It is a warn- 
ing which the most daring niil heed. 
After reaching the little hamlet of Mon- 
tara the motorist will find comparatively 
smooth "sailing" all tha way to Half 
Moon 
Bay, 
from 
which 
place 
he 


may return to San Francisco by way of 
the Spring Valley lakes road. 


From a scenic standpoint this tour is 


unique. It 
Is highly 
recommended to 


every motovlst, but, before starting out be 
sure your brakes i\ 111 hold and that your 
car can climb. The Journey calls for a 
100-per cent efficiency car almost every 
moment and a car with a short wheel- 
base' will have ft much easier time of it 
.than any other.

Calvin C. Eib, manager of the pioneer 


Automobile company, during one of the 
recent rainy days, sat in his office ana 
did some figuring, the result of which 
he deems astounding. 


In figuring up the number of 1112 Chal- 


mers cars which we have had shipped us, 
including- those en route, I find, said Mr. 
Eib, that we have had about 440 cam. 
Los Angeles has had about the same num- 
ber. 
Portland, Seattle and Vancouver 


have had 275 cars, making a total of 1155 
cars, which equals 15 per cent of the Chal- 
mers output for the season, to date, taken 
by the Pacific coast. If conditions were 
such that these machines could have been 
put In one long trairr, it would make a 
train of 338 freight cars. The length of this 
train would be over 4 miles and the ship- 
ment would represent a value of over 
$2,000,000. 
Of course, It would bo im- 


pobbiLle to bring a train of 388 cars across 
the continent as the railroad officials will 
not accept over 60 cars as the maximum. 
The average train-load is, possibly, « 
cars, but, for present figuring, I ha've tak- 
en as a basis, BO cars. Assuming that 
this, number qt freight cars was divided 
up into trains of 50 carloads each, it 
would require 7 trains of GO cars each and 
one of 38 cars, with two engines each, to 
pull these cars across the continent.

Ones; Parents Reach - 


San Francisco. 


SAN FRANCISCO, March 23.—Their 


two children, Oscar, aged 13, and Hulda, 
aged 12,, murdered with eight mission- 
aries In a school house in the walled city 
of Sianfee, northwestern China, when th« 
revolution broke out October 22-last, Rev. 
Solomon Bergstrom and his wife returned 
to America today on the Pacific Mail 
liner Nile. 


Rev. Mr Bergstrom ana his wife spent 


twenty-nve years in missionary work in 
China. 
With their four children they 


were fleeing' from 
the 
revolufionary- 


ridden country when their two little ones 
were murdered. 


"We were In Hlngplng, a walled city, 
thirty-three miles from Slanfee, when our 
boy and girl were murdered by the ir- 
responsible and savage brigands," said 
Dr. Bergstrom. 
"Oscar and Hulda. had 


gone ahead with another small party to 
Sianfee, where we expected to Join them 
a few days later. 


"When we heard the news of the mur- 


der we were ourselves in great danger 
and unablo to even go to Sianfee and 
see that they were given a Christian 
burial. ,

The Bergstrom family, with forty other 


missionaries, wero given safe convoy to 
Peking.

eral days tho guests of Scandinavian 
friends before proceeding to their homa 
In Minnesota.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


(By Mrs. Ellen Jacque, 1449 High St., Oakland) 


Q—75% of my chicks become pasted up around the vent and die within a week. Can you tell me 


what is wrong with them and what is the remedy? Please answer through THE TRIBUNE, as sev- 
eral of my neighbors are interested in the reply. 


A—The disease is white diarrhoea, from which more chicks die than from all other causes com- 


bined. There is a theory that the germ of the disease is in the breeding stock and that the only way 
to stamp it out is to get rid of all the stock and begin with healthy birds. But if this were true, all 
the chicks from that stock would be affected, and such is not the case. We believe that white diarrhoea 
is the result of either chilling or overheating the eggs during incubation, or the baby chicks during the 
first week's brooding, and that it can frequently be forestalled, and occasionally cured, after it has de- 
veloped. Give neither feed nor water for at least twenty-four hours. Keep the chicks comfortably 
warm. Parch stale bread till it is dry and brown, soak in boiled sweet milk, squeeze out dry and feed 
sparingly three times a day. Scatter commercial chick feed in shredded alfalfa to keep the chicks busy 
between times._ Give no water_for a week (there is enough moisture in the soft feed), then add a few; 
1 


drops of carbolic acid to the drinking water and keep the fountains clean.. If the disease develops un- 
der the above treatment it will be because the chicks are very low in vitality and we should not con-i 
sider them worth saving. But if no precautions have been taken and the chicks show signs of the dis-l 
ease, give boiled milk sprinkled with cinnamon and feed two-thirds powdered oyster shell mixed with:1 
one-third dry bread crumbs. Cases have been cured by feeding- parched oatmeal and boiling the drink-, 
ing water. But, unless the chicks are from very fine stock, or-one has but few, it hardly pays to 
bother with them. Let only the fittest survive.

cious Stone Slab Sent to 


Martyred President. 


ROME, March 23.—Engineer Ferdlnan- 


do Oirardi has revived a verv interest- 
ing episode In connection with the project 
of gathering- at Hardln county, Kentucky, 
a museum of memories and mementoes 
to Abraham Lincoln. 
Engineer Girardi, 


who is a passionate student of the Rome 
which Is now passing, has recalled that 
tlie news of tiie death of Abraham Lin- 
coln produced 
such an 
Impression in 


Rome that It was decided to express the 
sympathy of the Eternal City in the most 
solemn "way posslbio. 


Just at that time, near the railway 


station, the Agger, or permanent 
fortifi- 


cations, built by Kervius Tulllus, -was 
coming1 to light. 
Thp Afrger is a. huge 


mbankmt-nt about 120 fuet wldo and 
26 high, the lower courses of Hie struc- 
ture being gigantic blocks of poppcr- 
colorcd stone, held together by strong 
clamps of Iron, and the upper courses of 
smaller blocks of volcanic pumlccstonc. 


The Romans Iben thought that nothing 


could express their feeling In a morp olo- 
qnpnt'manner than sending one of these 
blocks, with a marble sLib and inscrip- 
tion, .to Abraham Lincoln. 
The appro- 


priateness of the Idea was added'to by 
tho similarity of thp deaths of the two 
great men, Servlus Tulllus and Abraham 
Lincoln, the foitner also having been 
murdered.
